Slootric Litrht. 

To THK Eun»n. — A great deal has been 
•rritttcn lately about the electric light. It 
certainly is ono of tho beat inventions yet 
dincovored by men of science for lighting 
tho public streets of towns|or cities, and 
only half tho price of gas. I see by the 
newspapers from England last week that 
tho City Council of Godalmiiig hn.n Inula 
quarrel with tho gas company of that 
place similar to tin; one that occurred liero 
lately, the question being high prices and 
bad gaa. This ended in tho Council light 
ing their citj' with electricity and they 
boast of being the first city in England 
that is lighted with electricity. Surrey is 
also (if not already lighted iiji) erecting 
towers for that purpose. 

Now, Mr. Editor, is it not time that we 
were following tho example of the above 
named places i 1 really think it is; and 
hope that the ratepayers will vote to-day 
for having tho electric light nstabliab.ed 
in this fair city of ours so that wc can 
boast that it is the first place in the far 
west to follow the example of tlinsi> two 
cities in tho mother country. 

It is often remarked that for the size of 
Victoria it has the best made streets and 
roads on the coast outside of San Fran- 
cisco. Then why not have it tho beat 
lighted I Last year's gaa bill for the city 
was §3500, and were we to have the same 
illuminating power this year as last it 
would cost considor.'vblo more. Then why 
not vote for the electric light which will 
not coat half as much aa gas? To light up 
tho city with gas so as to givo the 
same illuuiinating power .as electricity 
will coat the ratepayers §10,000 per an- 
num. Ijot it be born in mind that wo run 
no risk in this matter; the Brush Light 
Conqjany will build up tho whole works 
at their own expense, and if when in work- 
ing order tho light gives satisfaction to 
tho City Council than they will be paid 
their account; but if not it will bo nn 
bargain. If the bylaw pass thoratcpayer:i 
in pamcs Bay ward will havo light 
all over, bo also with the Johnson strbct 
ward, aud the centre of tho city will havo 
the benefit of tho throo towers' radiation. 
It is not well known how much each ga.s 
lamp costs tho corponation and it is but 
right everybody should know. In the 
first place the Gas Go. charge 85 for each 
pillar and §8 for a lantern (the Council 
has to provide tho labor), which is about 
?3. 50; this makes §10.50 for every new 
lamp that ia put up by the city, and the 
Gas Co. claim tho posts as their property. 
I will leave the ratep.ayors now to calcu- 
late how much thuy have paid for lamps 
and what they are likely to pay if gas is 
continued.

Not so much by members re- 
turned as by the number of votes 
given. 

New Yohk, Oct. 29. — To-morrow's 
Tfihune will have the following from 
Londnn: Tho Irish outlook is decidedly 

bettor. Tho land court is overwhelm- 
ed with work which daily increases. 
Fifteen hundred cases wero presented 
Thursday and there wero 30,000 ap- 
plications for notices. Tliei c is no sign 
of the league recovering from the Htupi- 
ficatiou which followed tho break up 
of the central authority, nevertheless 
the agitation may possess talent and 
vitality for it should be rninernbored 
that the most violent movement of fen- 
ianisin occurred twelve months after its 
supposed suppression. Branches of 
the league are unmistakably falling to 
pieces, whici), coupled with tlicastound- 
ing number of applications to tho land 
court, proves that the pressure exercis 
ed by the league has decreased. The 
power of the league was once nowheip 
greater than in county Mayo, yet n 
thousand tenants in Castlcbar .alone 
have applied for notices. I.iand 
court judges have four thou.sand cases 
before them of one clas.s. Four com- 
missionors havo been appointed. 'J'hey 
will each have sp])aratft districts and 
will begin to adjudicate in a few dayx 
The period for application will bo ex- 
tended 80 as to permit tonants whose 
cases have been abandoned by the so- 
lioitor of the land league to begin pro- 
ceedings. Tenants readily transfer their 
cases from the representatives of a 
private solicitor. This condition of af- 
fairs coupled with the determination 
expressed by Gladstone and Chamber- 
lain last week to continue a firm policy 
exposes the government to renewed 
censure for not adopting stringent 
measures at an earlier stage. Public 
opinion commeiulK the determination 
of the gornrnmont not to relax their 
pressure. Notwithstanding the pres- 
ent calm the funds in the hands of tho 
agitators would enable them to take 
advantage of the premature withdrawal 
of coercion. Chamberlain's declaration 
at Liverpool against any dreams of dis- 
solving the union as fatal to the tran- 
quility of England and Ireland alike 
shows how com[)letoly Parnell's no-ront 
policy has destroyed the sympathy of 
radicals with the Irish party. The 
same Liverpool audience that cheered 
Chamberlain applauded enthusiastically 
the speech in which Lord Hartington 
two years ago api)roved of Lord Ram- 
sey's qualified acceptance of tho home 
rule platform. Tho league policy will 
estrange all English .support from any 
such national movement for a genera- 
tion, 

Parnell's imprisonment saved him 
from political suicide. He was drift- 
ing towards treason — the ordinary cli- 
max or Irish popular leadci-s. When 
free ho may find the farmers satisfied 
with the work of the land court; but he 
may fall back on social agitation based 
on the laborer's grievances. 

Though the ladies' league is not sup- 
pressed it has been required to roniore 
from the premiscsof other organizations. 
Any attempt of the ladies to keep 
alive tho agitation will entail repres- 
sive mcasurca against them. At pres- 
ent they are prudently confining them- 
selves to promot* tho comfort of pris-

The defeat of the attempt to confer 



the freedom of the city of 
Dublin on Parnell and Diliion was nc- 
couiplished in the face of determined 
eflbrts on the part of Gray and his 
friends to enforce the support of mod 
erate homo ruU'.r?. When Gray found 
the requisition had not received the 
signature of a majority of the council 
he intended to abandon tho pro.io.sal, 
but torics tnunte<l him into persisting 
with it. 

The week's liberal domonstratiou 
have culiuiiiatod fittingly in a remark- 
able victory at the 15orwick election, 
which was a striking' approval of the 
government's Irish policy and rebuff to 
the fair trade movement. Gladstone's 
visit to Knowsloy is considered to be 
for the purpose of inducing Lord 
Derby to enter the cabinet. His IVine- 
tt'i'iit/i Cnitufi/ article seems to disjobo 
of the report that he would take the 
viceroyalty of Ireland. Ho may, how 
ever, a.s.sume some other post. The 
governmont urgently retjuires sujtpo.-t 
in the house of lords. People in oflicial 
circles in London do not anticipate his 
accession to the pre.sent government. 
.Such a step is obviously against his 
own desire, and certainly against the 
wish of certain membei'sof the cabinet. 
Gladstone may havo persuadetl him 
that his entry naturally involves thn re- 
casting of his cabinet. 

Though Blaine's disijatch meols much 
adverse criticism, thi! ditlbrences are 
by no means so .groat aa tho lories make 
it appear. 

The GingliooH ai o endeavoring to stir 
up a "(.Chauvinistic" feeling of agony 
agniiii-t America, but this moots with 
no ii'sponso.

the duties of the position to which au 
appointment is desired. Said committee 
to prepare a list of graduates accord- 
ing to those who pass e.xmination 
antl forward tho papers to the head 
of the department at \Vashington. 
From this examination Windom be- 
lieves pensons should be selected from 
those highest on the li.st and only to 
be sent for when the state of which 
they arc residents should be entitled to 
apijointment.s. It was further jjrojiosod 
that in making these selections from 
those eligible on the lint, soldiers, 
or their widows and children should 
have the preference. The system pro- 
posed also provides for promotion in 
tho dcjnirtinents upon examination to 
be decided by merit of the applicant. 
Tho secretary proposed this system to 
president Garfield when at Long Braneh 
a week before he was a.ssassinated, and 
he regarded it with favor, and it is be- 
lieved had he recovered, some such 
system would have been applied to all 
departments, and congress would have 
been urged to provide by law for a 
thorough and complete reorganization 
of the civil service.
